Changes in laws to become effective April Ist, 1948 


No. 1. A Veteran must now have served 90 days in the Armed 
Forces. 


No. 2. Under the old law if the Veteran and his wife had $5,000.00 
worth of property they could not get any exemption. The new law > 
provides that they must not have $5,000.00 of real or taxable 
property exclusive of bona fide encumbrances of record. © 


No. 8. Where property is held by several Veterans jointly, only 
one exemption of $1,000.00 will be allowed on such property. 


No. 4. A husband and wife who are both Veterans are entitled 
to two exemptions. 


No 5. A Veteran who served on active duty in the Allied Forces 
such as the Canadian or British Armies and who is otherwise quali- 
fied, is entitled to an exemption. 


No. 6. The applicant must fill out and file with the Selectmen 
an application for exemption on or before April 15th of each year. 
He may file later if prevented by accident, mistake or misfortune 
but no application will be considered after the local tax rate is 
approved. 


No. 7. The Selectmen have the right to investigate the brit or 
falsity of the application and to deny the application if satisfied a 
false statement was made. The applicant may appeal to State Tax 
Commission within 6 months. 


No. 8. A resident is defined as a person who has resided in New 
Hampshire for at least 6 months prior to April Ist of the year in 
which application is made.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board of Kensington, New Hampshire: 


I hereby submit my third annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools. 


No school should stand apart from its community as something 
mysterious and unknown. All citizens should know what the school 
is doing and be convinced that its program is good. The passage of 
the two million dollar state aid bill by the last session of the General 
Court is sufficient evidence that the public is aware of the education- 
al problem in New Hampshire. The appropriation of this money, 
however, is only the first step in the advancement of education; a 
much more important step is the manner in which each individual 
community uses the increased amount of aid. The expressed pur- 
pose of this act was to encourage improvement of educational oppor- 
tunity in each community, and to relieve the school district of 
excessive tax increases. In other words each community is expected 
to improve the school program in so far as increased aid will 
permit. 


In the recent report of the Lay-Professional Council to the people 
of New Hampshire the following uses for state aid funds were sug- 
gested: 


“provision for more adequate salaries for teachers so that 
schools may ‘attract and hold as high type people in teaching 
profession as other professional fields and industry,’ 


provision of better physical plants, especially in rural areas 
where consolidation cannot take place, 


provision for transportation of children to consolidated 
elementary and high schools, 


provision for adequate facilities in buildings to meet the in- 
dividual needs of all children, 


provision for trained workers to help the mentally and phy- 
sically handicapped, 


provision for extended adult education, 


provision for better supervision.”’

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Report of School Nurse 


To the School Board of Kensington: 


Following is the report of the school nurse from January 1947 to 
January 1948: 


At the beginning of the year schools are inspected and fresh first- 
aid supplies are placed in the schools for the use of the pupils. 


During the early autumn all children are weighed and measured. 
Examinations are made of the eyes, teeth, hearing and tonsils. Skin 
and hair are examined frequently. Immunizations against Small-pox 
and diphtheria are recorded. Children are weighed and measured 
again during the winter and spring months. All defects found are 
reported to parents. 


A dental clinic was held as usual in Dr. Winkler’s office in Exeter. 
Thirty-two children attended the clinic. Children were transported 
to and from the clinic by the school nurse. Much credit should be 
given the Parent-Teacher Association who sponsored the dental 
clinic. 


All children in grades 3, 4, 5, and 6 were given the audiometer 
test for hearing. 


Following is the report of the annual physical examinations made 
during the fall of 1947:

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Help Your Forest Fire Warden Prevent Fires—tt Pays! 


Prevention is one of the most important phases of all fire effort. This is particu- 
larly true of forest fire control work. Preventing forest fires preserves valuable 
forest growth and other property, conserves man power and permits their use in 
productive channels, saves taxpayers’ money and conserves fire fighting equipment. 


The prevention of forest fires is the most important and difficult part of the work 
of your forest fire warden who heads a local organization set up primarily for the 
security of your community’s forest property. Appointed by the State Forester, 
upon recommendation of the Selectmen, he is charged by law with the responsi- 
bility of local administration of forest fire laws, fire prevention and suppression. In 
his work he is aided by deputy forest fire wardens who, in emergency, may assume 
his power and authority. The warden is guided in his work by instructions received 
from the State Forester and by the District Fire Chief who represents the State 
Forester. 


The importance and value of the work of the forest fire warden and his deputies 
is, perhaps, best appreciated during hazardous periods when fire danger is greatest. 
The public however, looks to him at all times for speedy and economical suppres- 
sion of going fires. 

To properly fulfill his mission, the warden needs the generous and understand- 
ing co-operation of the public at large. He attempts to secure this co-operation by 
the posting of caution notices, news items and by word of mouth, always carefully 
explaining the necessity of restrictions imposed. In the matter of giving co-opera- 
tion, however, the public often fails. The record shows that an average of 7,300 
acres of woodland are burned over by forest fires in New Hampshire each year. 
Analysis of fire causes reveal the fact that more than 98 percent of all forest fires 
are, consistently, the result of human carelessness and are preventable. 

The careless smoker fails to properly extinguish his cigar, cigarette or pipe ashes 
or thoughtlessly throws them from the car window; the debris burner fails or re- 
fuses to consult the warden, as the law requires when the ground is not covered by 
snow, before attempting to burn: campers fail to properly extinguish their fires or 
frequently build fires when conditions are unfavorable. 

The elimination of human causes from the forest fire problem is the answer. This 
is not as difficult of accomplishment as it might appear at first glance. Let each 
one who reads this— 

1. Use ordinary common sense with fire in and near woodland. 

2. Comply with requirements on the use of fire in and near woodland and when the 
ground is not covered with snow, secure written permission to burn from the 
forest fire warden. 

3. Be careful when smoking in or near woodlands. Don’t throw lighted material 
from moving vehicles. 


Co-operate with and assist the warden and urge others do do so. 
5. HELP YOUR FOREST FIRE WARDEN PREVENT FIRES—his efforts 
are only as effective as is the co-operation you give him!
